1894, which was acknowledged by the 
leading newspapers of the country to 
be the greatest speech of that session, 
Mr. Bryan expressed his regard for 
the laboring men of the country in 
terms exactly opposite to the lan- 
guage attributed to Jiim in the Camp- 
bell affidavit.

Referring to 


the Interest of the laboring man In 
tariff reform. Mr. Bryan said: 


"Mr. Chairman, the laboring men 


of this country, the produces of our 
nations wealth, do not ask for benev- 
olence. They have been paraded be- 
fore you as people who live by the 
consent of somebody else; they have 
been set before you as a class de- 
manding constant help and assist- 
ance. I protest against this slander 
upon the brawn and muscle, upon the 
brain and sinew of this country; I 
protest against their being placed be- 
fore <he country in the attitude of 
beggars. The laboring men do not 
plead for mercy; they do not ask for 
pity; they do not beg for charity; 
they simply demand justice, that is 
all. 
( Loud applause.) They ask for 


the right to labor where they will, 
and to enjoy the fruits of their own 
toil. With their skill and intelligence, 
and surrounded by the bounties and 
the natural resources of a country 
but partially developed, they do not 
doubt thLt they can hold their own. 
Let them rise and stand upon their 
feet; leave them free to achieve their 
own greatness, and to retain a fair 
share of the wealth which they cre- 
ate; give them equality before tha 
law and they will ask for nothing 
more."
